midnight sun swing across the horizon 
for the first time on April 7. Astrono- 
mérs say you should have been able to 
see it several days before that if your 
position was correctly stated. Can you 
explain this?’’ | 

“T do not think I said it was the first 
time, but it is my impression that the 
horizon had been too hazy and obscure 
with the smoke from the open leads to 
enablé us to see the midnight sun. Any- 
Way, we were not taking ‘observations 
every midnight.’’ (By “smoke,” Dr. 
Cook meant the vapor arising from the 
‘“leads,”” or open lanes of water be- 
tween ice tracts.) 

How He Measured, 


“What did you mean by having opened 
up 30,000 square miles of the terrestrial 
unknown, as you said in your first dis- 
patch ?” 

“Simply that we had covered a course 
beyond any previous north which, cal- 
culating our horizon at 15 miles either 
side of us, made a strip 30 miles wide 
and 1000 miles long,. or -°0,000 square 
miles.’’ ! 


“But the limitations of the curvature 
of the earth would require you to be at 
an elevation of 160 feet to have a hori- 
zon of 15 miles,” retorted the question- 
er. 

“Well, if there is any land up there, 
it is always at a considerable altitude— 
at least 1000 feet—and certainly we 
would have seen any such elevation 
within a horizon of 15 miles. We saw 
none,’’ replied Cook, apparently not 
wishing to linger on the 30,000 square 
miles question.

At the North Pole the plane of the equator and the plane of the horizon coincide, and the sun on April 21 
would be 11 degrees 49 minutes above the horizon. The diagram gives this roughly as 12 degrees instead of 11 de- 
es 49 minutes, and shows the explorer making the observation (with the gid of a sextant), which would tell 
im, after certain corrections and calculations, that he was at the pole. The altitude of the sun at noon varies, 
as latitude varies, and therefore a measure of altitude gives a measure of latitude.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 23.—At an 
early hour today the list of known dead 
who perished in Terre Bonne Parish 
during Monday’s hurricane had been 
swelled to more than forty, and it is 
believed a score or more will be addee 
tu this. number. . ‘Additional reports of 
dead in other sections of Louisiana also 
are being received and the toll of hu- 
man life exacted by the hurricane will 
perhaps be a hundred when the final 
count has been made. 

Further details of property loss reach- 
ing millions of dollars come in with the 
gradual restoration of communication. 
Relféf parties in Terre Bonne Parish are 
continuing their work today. Five hun- 
dred sufferers from the storm are being 
cared for at Houma, tlie parish seat of 


Lorhoods. 

A few fishermen, with the almost for- 
lcrn hope that missing relatives and 
friends may be found or at least their 
dead bodies discovered or that they may 
find some of their lost belongings, re- 
main upon the scene of their desolated 
homes. 

Carcasses of cows, horses, hogs and 
dcgs strew the prairies for miles, and 
thousands of dead birds and muskrats 
are floating on the waters of the 
bayous.

Quits Jobs Chief Got Him 
and Purloins Sausage 
and Bread. 





Twelve hours after he had been dis- 
charged from the City Hospital where 
it was vronounced he was suffering 
from chronic laziness, Cassomir Wara- 
kovitch and his wife, Annie, were 4r- 
their home, 1107. North 
Twelfth strect, for having broken a 
plate glass window and taken seven 
links of Kosher sausage. 

They insisted they were hungry and 
wanted to be sentenced to the work- 
house, where they could eat regularly. 
Warakovitch weighs 210: pounds and 
says that when he is in good working 
condition, with plenty..-to eat, he 
weighs 225. His wife weighs 185 
pounds. 

Two weeks ago both were arrested 
while shattering a plate glass win- 
dow at the Globe Clothing Co.’s store. 
The police report says each was 
wielding a club and that more win- 
dows would have been smashed if 
they had not béen stopped. The dam- 
age was $75. They were not prose- 
cuted after they made a plea of be- 
ing hungry. 

Chief Creecy volunteered to get the 
man a job. When Cassomir was sent to 
work he soon returned, saying the work 
was too hard for him in his weakened 
condition from fasting. After the man 
hac. quit several jobs, Chief Creecy sent 
him to the City Hospital.for observation. 
His worst ailment, according to the hos- 
pital attendants, was “chronic and con- 
tinual: laziness.’’ He was discharged 
Wednesday. 

At 8p. m. Wednesday Warakovitch 
anu his wife attacked a bakery at Four- 
teeAth and Biddle streets and attempted 
io escape with an armfu! of bread each. 
Mrs. Warakovitch escaped with three 
loaves, but her husband became the cen- 
ter. of an attack by several miahes 
and fled empty handed. 

Shortly after midnight Warakovitch 
end his wife, armed with clubs, attacked 
the windows of Jacob Goodman's butch- 
er shop at 1100 North Thirteenth street. 
They fled home with seven links of the 
Kosher sausage. 

When the robbery was reported, the 
police suspected Warakovitch and 
went to his home, where they found 
the sausage and bread, 

At the Carr Street Station Thursday, 
the man and woman. bewalled the loss 
of jobs by Warakovitch, saying — all 
work was taken away from him be- 
cause he was too weak to work quickly. 
He openly confessed the robbery and 
gave as his excuse that he wanted to 
be sent to the Workhouse so he and 
his wife could eat this winter. 

The police say the present charge will 
be prosecuted, and they will probably 
be given a Workhouse diet for a long 
time.

MR. TAFT’S TAX ARGUMENT, 

President Taft, in Denver, supplemented a 
strong argument for the adoption of the income 
tax amendment with a weak attack,on the income 
tax. He advocated the incorporating im the Con- 
stitution of the amendment providing for an in- 
come tax as a measure of safety for emergencies. 

But he opposed the direct income tax as a 
means of raising revenue for ordinary govern- 
mental expenses. He said the direct income tax 
would promote perjury, an objection that can be 
brought against many forms of taxation. The 
tariff is responsible for a host of offenses, rang- 
ing from smugg]ing to short weights and much 
perjury therewithal.. Perjury in subtle ways 
might even stain the record of the President's 
pet corporation tax, which he urges as a aub- 
stitute for the income tax. 

The objection that professional and other in- 
comes earned by individual work and represent- 
ing individual capital, which ceases at death or 
retirement, is hardly worth considering. Indi- 
Vidual earnings are now taxed, but the taxes 
are levied ynjustly. The tariff is a tax On every 
income, on every wage of the toiler who pays out 
of all’ proportion to his meant as compared with 
the possessor of accumulated wealth. The Presi- 
dent himself favors graded taxation, and there is 
no ta¥ which so easily admits of fair gradation 
as the income tax. It is rarely levied on the 
actual means of living and does not touch the 
tools of trade as the tariff and other taxes do,/ 
Those who receive large professional or occupa- 
tion incomes will not miss the tax levied upon 
them and wealth expressed in actual income will 
be compelled to bear its full share. 

But | the weakest point in the President’s argu- 
ment was his use of the English income tax as 
an illustration of the advantage of the corpora- 
tion tax. Showing that England, in order to 
reach all incomes, found it advantageous to take 
the tax from corporation dividends and from rents 
before they leave the tenants’ hands, Mr. Taft 
argued that the corporation tax was better than 
the income tax. But he took only half of the 
English system. The English tax is levied also 
on individual incomes. The .corporation tax 
would miss enormous accumulated wegith invest- 
ed in real estate and mortgages, not represented 
in corporate dividends. Why sation this accumu- 
lated wealth be free from taxation, while thou- 
sands of persons of small means are. taxed, 
through their corporation investments? The in- 
come tax is the best form of taxation to place 
upon wealth its just burdens. There is no other 
which so accurately accomplishes this end. 
The logic of the President’s argument points 
to the! corporation tax combined with the direct 
income tax as an essential part of a just and effi- 
cient system of taxation. But his work for tle 
income tax amendment is gratifying and valuable. 
With the power to levy an income tax the ques- 
tion of adopting it will be determined by the wis- 
dom and will of the people.

Railway Laborers Complain. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Some time ago I noticed how cattle suffer in cars. 
Why not look after the men who build the roads to 
haul the cattle on? One cOmpany compels 12 men to 
sleep in an old boxcar, with two thin blankets and 
an old gunny sack for a mattress. We have no 
stoves to dry our wet clothes when it rains; no soap 
or towels are furnished to wipe our faces on, and the 
board, for which we pay $3.75 a week, is not fit to 
give a dog. One dollar is kept out of eur wages by 
the boarding contractor for office fees before start- 
ing to work and if we get 10 cents a day increase 
from the company the board is raised 25 cents a 
week, with no change in the food. We get old pota- 
toes so sour in the morning that no one can eat them. 
When the skins are on they are not so bad. Liver 
and heart and sausage are the meat bill of fare. 
Men are compelled to leave every day on account 
of board furnished. Thirty-three cents a day is al- 
lowed by the contractor to feed the men; a good cook 
is let go the week he runs over 33 cents a day. In 
fact, this is worse for the white man today than it 
Was in slavery times for the colored man. Can we 
not get: justice?

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—With the ex- 


pected arrival within a few hours of 
the British. and German squadrons of 
war /vessels, the international naval 
representation at the Hudson-Fulton 


celebration which commences Saturday 
will be about complete. 

The English warships were groping 
their way through the fog off the 
Long Island coast at daylight today. 
It was believed that on reaching Sandy 
Hook, they would anchor before being 
officially announced as arriving, so as 
to primp up with a new coat of paint 
and much polishing, with the expecta- 
tion of making a fine appearance in 
the procession up the Hudson. The 
Germans are on thelr way from New- 
port. 

In the naval parade Saturday after- 
noon, the replicas of the Half Moon 
and the Clermont will be escorted by 
more than sixty of the world’s most 
powerful war vessels; by 150 private 
steam yachts and more than three hun- 
dred other gaily decorated ships. 

Naval Parade at Night. 

‘At night this parade will be repeated 
under the illumination of the most re- 
markable py Aapregeasces display ever de- 
signed. 

Even nature will contribute its fitting 
share, for’on that night there promises 
to be a perfect half moon in the sky, 
pointing the way for the Half Moon of 
old Holland. 

Arrangements to handle the “enormous 
crowds are engaging the attention of 
public officials and the celebration-com- 
mittee. More than 300. doctors and up- 


ward of 1000 nurses have been engaged | 


already to attend 23 field hospitals and 
150 first aid stations. 

Assisting these and the police will 
be many scores of litter bearers, a doz- 
en or more swift moter ambulances and 
all of the available private ambulances 
in the city. All hospital in the city 
have made arrangements to facilitate 
the handling o. emergency cases, day 
and night. 

Churches Will Remafn Open. 

All churches along and near the line 
of march will remain open day and 
night as rest stations for the weary 


hi crowds. 


Fearing that many thousands of vis- 
itors will be without hotel accommoda- 
tions, a special committee is obtaining 
a list of boardir.g houses and private 
homes, where strangers ma¥ be accom- 
modated with a night’s lodging. . It is 
expected that such accommodations will 
be found for fully half a million per- 
sons, and this list, arranged by loca- 
tion, will be distributed freely from 
dozens of information bureaus which 
are being established whé€re the largest 
crowds will congregate.

or Edmund Beall has been constrained 
by a chorus of complaints to put the lid 
on the gamblers, who have been operat- 
jug without hindrance within a stone’s 
throw of the City Hall, Mayor's office 
and police station. 

Mayor Beall appeared at the police 
station at roll call Wednesday evening 
and lectured the policemen on law en- 
forcement. He said that within a short 
time complaints had been made to him 
of losses of $500 and $760 in the gam- 
biing dives; that good citizens were 
demanding that something. be done, and 
ended by ordering that the joints be 
closed. 

He told the policemen that if any of 
them had frienis among the gamblers 
and did not want to go against thefr 
friends, they could resign. 

John Grissim resigned, but hessays it 
was because he has’ a better job and 
not because of friendship for the gam- 
biers, 

Thursday morning Mayor Beall said 
it was true that he had lectured the 
policemen and ordered them to close 
the gambling dens. Within a week. he 
said, he had been told or one man who 
lost $500 and another who lost $750. To 
show that the games were not square 
he showed two “phony” dice that had 
bene in use at one of the places. 

Two years ago there was a period of 
activity against the Alton gamblers and 
two plaees were closed, but they soon 
reopened, along with about a dozen 
others. There are now fifteen gambling 
dens that are well known. Most of 
them are in the rear of saloons along 
Second street, close to the Police Sta- 
tion and City Hall. They have been 
operating openly. 

I.. an address at Piasa Chautauqua 
during the summer Mayor Beall boasted 
of the wide-open cvunditions in A.lton, 
but said there were few arrests. 

J. W. Becker, a Jerseyville editor, in 
an sddress a week Jater, said if there 
were few arrests in Alton it was because 
Mayor Beall did not do his duty and 
madé the charge that gambling houses 
were running with the Mayor's knowl- 
edge. He cited the experience of Ed- 
ward Burns of Jerseyville, who lost 
$1400 in one of the gambling places and 
said that Mrs, Burns complained to 
Mayor Beall but got no satisfaction. 

The games that have been running are 
rouiette, dice and puker. 

Two yea’s ago James Norvell, a keep- 
er shot and killed William Brown, one 
fof his players. He was sent to the pen- 
itentiary. A month ago William Wilson 
was killed by James Rudd in the same 
den. Rud2 is under indictment and his 
trial will begin next’ Thursday in the 
Alton City Court.

MEN FIGHT DUEL 


IN THE PRESENCE 
OF MRS, ARMOUR 


Wife of Millionaire Packer 
Leads Posse After Victor 
and Catches Him. 


THEN CALLS POLICE 


Workmen Use Knives in Des- 
perate Contest on Lawn of 
the’ Armour Home.

CHICAGO,: Sept. 23.—At “Armouria;” 
the new $7,000,000 estate of J. Ogden 
Armour in Lake Forest, and in plain 
view of Mrs. Armour and her daugh- 
ter Lolita, a duel was fought between 
two workmen. 

One man was perhaps fatally stabbed 
and lay unconscious for half an hour 
or more on the lawn near the man- 
sion while Mrs. Armour telephoned : 
the Chief of Police of Lake Forest for 
protection, The other participant in 
the duel was at Mrs. Armour’s orders 
seized by- other employes and held un- 
til the police arrived. 

The trouble between the two men be- 
gan while Lolita Armour was playing 
on the lawn. Mrs. Armour’s attention 
was attracted by the angry cries of 
the quarreling men. Then she saw the 
knife flash in the hand of one of 
them. 

Mra. Armour Saves , Daughter. 

Mrs. Armour’s first thought was for 
her daughter. ‘‘Where’s Lolita?” she 
asked one of the maids. ‘‘She’ll be 
killed,’ cried the mistress of Armouria. 

Without waiting to hear anything fur- 
ther, Mrs. Armour rushed out of the 
house, .The sight of the mistress of the 
estate speeding across the lawn did not 
stop the fighting men. Mrs. Armour 
paiad no attention to them until she had 
rescued her daughter. She half dragged 
Lolita, into the house, then, with the 
knowledge that the child was safe and 
out of harm’s way, she turned her at- 
tention to the duelists. 

The fight did not last long after one 
of.the men received upon the arm 
gash from a butcher nkife.
